I^litmy Employees in Unitrd States are 
Best Paid in the World 

Information IS not obtainable up- 
on which can be based a compre- 
hensive statement of railway wages 
lieing paid at thii tlihe in th4 dlffar- 
ent countries. Tii«refore it Is neces- 
sary to make comparisons for the 
latoat jraar for wblob oomparaMe 
data are available. 

The average daily compensation 
of railway employees of all classes 
for the year 1910 was In the United 
States, $2.28; in the United King- 
dom, $1.05; excluding suprlemen- 
tary allowancaa negligibly affecting 
the ayarage, It iraa in Prasaia>floMe 
81 cents. Tho lowest paid railway 
employee in the United States, the 
ordfnitfy traoknan, loealyoa a great- 
er compensation Mian many of the 
railway employees of France, even 
thoae of higher grades and with re- 
sponsible duties. The oompensa- 
tion of railway em ployaas la from 
two to three times as high lb tba 
United SUtes as in Italy. 

▲ rMMit report of tba B^d of 
Tr«de on railway wattes shnws that 
the average weekly pay of engine- 
men in the Uuiied Kingdom in 19(i7 
was $11.17; of firemen, $6 67. In the 
same year enginemen on American 
railways reoleved an average week- 
ly oomptnaation of 1*6.80, euantlng 
six dkya to tba WMk, aad Iraman' 
$15.24. Recent returns make it 
clear that in 1912 euginemen and 
firemen are compensated at rates of 
pay for specific runs that are two, 
three and four tlinea as high as the 
corresponding rates on representa* 
tlva EagHih tiiiinya. Tba annual 
compainptloa st^angtnaman in tba 
Unltod Sta^i. as reported by' two 
representative railway oompanies, 
now rangaa trom $1,100 in awltohing 
semoa to oTor $%, 8Q0 ia paaaengat 
serriea, and of flraman from $700 in 
switching service to OTOr |1,700 U| 
passen ger service. '

Thn salaries and allowances of the 
typical englneman in Germany 
aiiionntPd for that year to $046.88, 
ill Austria to $870 W»; of a Urenian in 
in Germany to |424.6» In Austria to 
$532,03. The annual conipeneatlon 
of enKinen^en on two of the princi- 
pal railways of Fraiict' raiiKPd in 
1908 from $605.66 to $906.U1, and of 
firemen from $894.24 to $606.96. In 
Italy PDKiiieniPi) rerpived in 1908, 
salary and allowances iuclnded, 
from $881. 10 to $81*.70 a yeaf; fira- 
mfiti, from $380.80 to $476.05 a year. 
In these Continental countries- tba 
maximnin eompansation is received 
only after many years of service. 

The average annual compensation 
nf (Muriiiemeii in thp riiitpcl States 
in 1908, on an estimated basis of 800 
days' ■ervioe, was $1,886; of firemen 
$792. In this country the rate of 
oompensatinu to these eOiployees 
does not depend on length of service. 

In Belgium enginemen reoeiyed 
in 1907 from $28.16 to $38 60 a month ; 
conductors and station employees, 
from 46 oenta to 96 cents a day. In 
the United BUtes. In the same year 
1907, enginemen averafjed, on tbi 
basis of 26 days' service, $107 60 a 
month; firaman, |88.iO a month; 
poiulu^torB, $3.69 a day; station em- 
ployees, from $IJ8 to $2.05 a day. 

An aoenraia wage comparlapn 
must take Into account ralatlva ooat; 
of livln)?. and tl^ls has been dona, ao 
far as ascertainable data permits. 

The rental of a three or four room 
b«nM orfla« fa Mwoat as blirh tn 
Berlin, Paris, or London as through- 
ont the United States, but in Eng- 
land and on tba Continent it gener- 
ally runs from thirty dollars to nine- 
ty dollars a year Uss. The qisanlty 
of food and fuel esAmated by the 
Board qf trade of England aa ^^e as 
the atandard oonaumptlon of a typi- 
cal workinionan'a family costs in 
tba Unllad lltalaa 17.8 par eant more 
than In Fraaae or In O awatty; 86 8 
per cent more than in Relgiura, and 
88 par cent more than in the United 
KlaO^onB.
